fore removing a threshing machine to 
another farm it. should bo run empty 
from live to ten minutes at a high rate 
of speed in order to throw out any seeds 
of cheat, cockle, etc., and to discharge 
particles of smut that may have ad- 
hered to it 
In this way tho germs of 


weeds-or fungi will be left where raised 
and not, introduced by this medium as n 
pest to other fields. 


—Tho reason why rain causes spots 
on thc varnish of a carriage is that a 
certain quantity of moisture is absorbed 
by the varnish, and this causes tho 
texture of thc varnish to change. A 
sort of granulation is effected by which 
thc reflection of tho light is altered, 
and this causes tho color to ohanwo. If 
water is applied to tho varnish oFa car- 
riage and is permitted, to dry on, it will 
always have this effect, and so will 
mud. 
A carriage that has been out in 


the rain or mud should be washed and 
wiped dry and polished with a line, 
soft leather. The quality of the var- 
nish also has something to do with it. 


—The Onion Maggot.—A writer savs, 


in Hc/o's Magazine, that a neighbor a'nd 
ho each secured an ounce of Danvcrs 
Yellow Onion, and prepared thc ground 
and sowed the seed in the same man- 
ner,4 with one exception—the neighbor 
covered the bed with a good supply of 
coal ashes. The crop in both cases 
came up and looked well until tho 
plants were about six inches high, when 
tho onions without ashes became in- 
fested with tho onion maggot, and- in a 
short time wholly disappeared. Thc 
neighbor never lost an "onion. The 
gardens were adjoining, the beds boinr* 
less than 100 foot apart.

Experiments in Crossing Wheat. 


Propagating Hoses. 


The month of Angwst is probably the 
oaK time to propagate roses by slips. 
There are various modes by which it is 
don«< - Nurserymen, wo think, prefer 
aettlng tho slips in saucers or 'snailow5 
dishes, with sharp sand and water, so as 
to N> About the consistence of mud, and 
renew tho water daily. The youngest 
of this year's wood is the best, and with 
due care any*number can be raised in 
this way. 
But there nre other and 


•pmewhat simpler ways for private fam- 
ilie* to'obtain all they need. Tho young 
wood can be set in a cold' frame, or in 
any rich,'loose soil and watered daily. 
In about ar month the plant can be tak- 
en up carefully and each one sot in n 
small pot. and treated as would be oth- 
er plains, always remembering that fre- 
quebt-moderate watering ia indispensa- 
ble.

The peculiar manner of flowering 


displayed by the common wheat-plants 
makes it appear quite unlikely that va- 
rieties of wheat are, except in very 
rare instances, thc result of crossing. 
The pistils and stamens are inclosed in 
a casing or leafy sheath, and thero is no 
movement of pollen from one plant to 
another, as seen in the squash, in 
corn, and many other plants. Tho va- 
rieties of wheat, it is thought, originat- 
ed chiclly from thc influence of thoir 
surroundings. Tho soil, the aspect, 
and atmosphere in time change tho 
character of tho plant und impress on 
it new characters, and these become 
fixed by continual repetition. 
Efforts 
have from time to time been made to 
produce new varieties of wheat by 
crossing, but with comparatively lim- 
i itcd results. The most recent experi- 
ments in this direction were made in 
tho Agricultural Experiment station 
connected with tho Rural New Yorker 
hi July of this year, nnd • from an ex- 
amination of tho plants that had been 
treated, made after the seeds had be- 
;gim to ripen, success seems to have 
,-been secured. The operation was long 
and very delicate, and consisted in 
gently bending back the leafy casing 
jsurrounding thc largest and best buds 
Jin a head of wheat before they flow- 
iercd, carefully cutting out the unripe 
(stamens, and putting in their place 
(stamens from the buds of another va- 
jricty. Thc pistils, it may be remarked, 
'were then npo and in a condition to 
receive tho pollen. Tho leaflets were 
jthon allowed .to spring back into place, 
-.inclosing tho new stamens with the pis- 
tils, and a worsted thread was carefully 
iwound around tho bud to prevent it 
ifrom opening. ,The work of fertilising 
the' best buds in a head of wheat ro- 
jquircd moro than two hours, as tho 
•operation was a most delicate and to- 
jdious ono. Tho head of wheat was 
then tied to a stake, to protect it from 
(the wind and birds. The result, so far, 
(proved most successful, for a large 
innniber'of tho flowers perfected their 
jfniit, and enough ripe seeds wero ob- 
jtained Co make a fair trial In planting. 
'Thefact that -each stamen when oper- 
ated oq was in an immature state, and 
was entirely removed; shows'that a 
(true cross was obtained. Whether the 
jiiow plants that may spring from the 
'seed will exhibit the characteristics of 
both parents remains to bo seen, but 
;good seeds were obtained by the opera* 
tion described, and this is regarded ias 
.a valuable addition to our knowledge 
of thc wheat-plant,—Scribner's "

In man a 
great deal of the character of tho coun- 
tenance arises froin the brilliancy and 
expression of the eyes; so also, in the 
horse, tho form, the color, and position 
of the eyes, have tho princ-ipal share in 
giving expression to the head. From 
the position of tho eyes jn the head of 
man, an imperfection in one of these or- 
gans produced little pr no defect in 
vision, tho two, -eyes 6eing always em- 
ployed to look at tRo same object. But 
m a horse the «yes are so placed that 
he at the sarao time observes different 
objects with, each eyo. When, there- 
fore, 
one eyo is 
imperfect, 
the 


horse is apt to shy and start; whereas, 
when one eyo is completely destroyed, 
ho generally acems to suft'er little in- 
convenience. 
In man, there is fre- 
quently an original or cono^nital dif- 
forcnce in the two eyes. This, how- 
ever, is not easily ascertained in the 
horse, though it appears very probable, 
from tho difference to bo almost uni- 
versally observed in the two sides of 
the face. It is a common observation, 
that when one eyo is attacked with any 
disease, tho other is very apt to' 
become affected with tho same com- 
plaint.

pair. In regard to how far any of tho 
aflections oFthe horse are hereditary, 
there is no doubt that every race of 
animals inherits tho bait as well as the 
good qualities of the parents; and that, 
in breeding, inperfcdtlon and deformity 
may bo as successfully propagated as 
perfection and beauty. This has been 
established beyond all controversy; and 
it is well known that, in mankind, fam- 
ilies arc not only subject to particular 
diseases, but in every race one or more 
organs of tho body arc less -perfect in 
structure and functions, and more 
liable to disease. Numerous facts may 
bo brought forward to establish the 
truth of this observation; but it is suffi- 
cient for the present purpose to re- 
mark how often it happens that in one 
family many of its branches are affect- 
ed either with diseases of tho lun<*s, or 
brain, or liver^ or stomach. Some 
diseases of tho hnrnan eye are also 
known to be hereditary; it is therefore 
to bo expected that tho eyo of the 
horse shall be defective, and more 
liable to diseases in particular races, 
or, as it is usually denominated, in cer- 
tain "lines of blood or breeding" 
Breeders of horses are familiar with 
this observation, and its coincidence 
with similar facts in otherorgans make 
it worthy of attention.— Prairie Fanner.

Tbc Evaporation of Fruit. 


Among the greut intlustrio.s of our 


country tho cultivation of fruit has 
reached a magnitude that is indeed 
surprising. The Yankee nation arc en- 
thusiasts in this branch of industry.; 
they grasp after new varieties and 
eagerly test their qualities, that thoy 
may, if possible, improve upon the pres- 
ent supply. 


Fruit culture is unquestionably profit- 
able. It is a fact that in good fruit sec- 
tions of the United States many or- 
chards of from six to ten acres pay 
larger profits to the farmer than the 90 
acres put into wheat or other farm 
product. That my readers may prop- 
erly appreciate the importance of the 
iruit interest of the country it must bo 
borne in mind that in the so-called fruit 
belts of the United States there are 
more than four and one-half million 
acres of land under cultivation in or- 
chards. Carefully prepared statistics 
report the estimated value of our green 
fruits at 8138,000,000, nearly half the 
value of our average wheat crop. 


At our Centennial Exposition tho 


show of fruits exceeded 60,000 dishes 
and over 400,000 specimens. Michigan 
values her apple crop at $2,000,000. 
Illinois has 820,000 acres in orchards. 
California sends east millions of bas- 
kets of grapes and pears, and will short- 
ly supply the whole Union with raisins. 
The Gulf States rival Southern Europe 
m semi-tropical fruits. Delaware'and 
Maryland produce from seven to fifteen 
million baskets of peaches per annum. 
Neiv York City has received in one day 
10,000 Bushels of strawberries. 


The fruit crop of 1880 was enormous; 
millions of bushels, more particularly 
of apples, were allowed to go to waste 
for want of a market. There is an au- 
thentic statement in the New York 
Tribune of August 2:i, 1871, that a 
single fruit-grower of Delaware lost by 
rot 10,000 bushols of peaches, while the 
»tal loss during that season in that lit- 
tle State exceeded lifty times that 
amount. He would have been a bono- 
aetor indeed who could have rescued 
from decay this halt million bushels of 
uscious peaches. 


How to preserve tho surplus is tho 
question which has agitated tho minds 
of farmer and fruit-grower in time past. 
Iho solution otso important a problem, 
nvolviug individual and. I may say, na- 
tional, pecuniary interest, has been 
reached by fruit evaporation. In no one 
lepartment of farm economy has there 
wen as much interest manifested in the 
ast few years as in the recent applica- 
ion of better methods and appliances 
or this special purpose.

Hero ho found only one 
brother, Silas.. Pearl, a • Professor in 
charge of n school there, who had accu- 
mulated a respectable 
fortune, and 


whoso family consisted of a wife and 
one daughter. Frank was well liked 
by his elder brother, not withstand! no- 
his roving and thriftless propensities! 
He represented to him and his family 
that ho was then livinar in Louisville 
and was connected with some railroad 
in the capacity of a conductor. He was 
still unmarried, and protracted his visit 
several days. 
While there his brother 
Silas made his will, which ho executed, 
and divided 'his property equally be- 
tween his wife, daughter and brother. 
Frank returned to Louisville, and a 
correspondence was then established 
and continued between the brothers 
until about seven years ago. 
In one of 


these letters Frank conveyed tho infor- 
mation that ho had married a Kentucky 
lady, describing her as being rather 
small, with black eyes, and very haud- 
somo. 
: : 


About 1874 the letters from Louis- 
ville ceased, imd allitraco.of Frank was 
lost. A few years' after this, about 
four years ago, the daughter died, when 
Silas added a codicil to his will, leaving 
his estate to his wii'c and tho absent, 
thougli still loved, brother. Silas fre- 
quently wrote hero and sometimes to 
Irankfort, from which place some of 
the letters formerly received from 
Frank had come, but never rocoived 
any answer, and finally concluded that 
ho was dead. Last January Silas was 
stricken with a fatal illness, and, beino- 
firmly convinced that Frank did not live ' 
to share his bounty, made preparations 
to again alter the testamentary disposi- 
tion of his property and leave his wife 
solo devisee. 
These changes were 


mado and the golden inheritance was 
about to slip from the hands of the wan- 
dering heir, when old Silas died before 
his signature was affixed to the last 
will. This, of course, left the one be- 
queathing tho wealth to his wife and 
brother, or tho survivor, in force. The 
investments of tho school teacher had 
appreciated in value, and tho comfort- 
able means of which ho was possessed 
when his last will was made had grown 
into a fortune of $100,000, tho bulk of 
which was in Government bonds de- 
posited in the county bank. Letters 
were immediately written to this point 
in the hope of discovering Frank; but 
in about sixty days they came back 
from tho Dead-Letter Office at Wash- 
ington. Advertisements were inserted 
in all tho Eastern papers, inquiring of 
the whereabouts of the lost heir, but 
met with no response. Mrs. Pearl had 
about reached the conclusion that she 
was tho only heir to her husband's 
property. 
About this time, some six 


weeks ago, this lady took sick, and, in 
a few days, a funeral cortege was ap- 
parently the last vestige of the owners 
of a large fortune. The property went 
into possession of the Probate Court, 
and was turned over to the County 
Clerk to await renewed efforts to dis- 
cover the only possible person who now 
takes it. This is briefly the story of how 
Frank Pearl, if he is now living, is a 
rich man. If he is not living perhaps 
he has a wife and children to whom the 
legacy will come as a divine dispensa- 
tion. Where is ho, or where are they? 
Mr. Gray was employed by the attor- 
neys in charge of tho estate to come 
out hero on tho ground from where the 
last definite intelligence concerning 
him was obtained and bring him to 
light if possible. He passed through 
Cincinnati day before yesterday and 
spent the day among 'railroad men 
there, but none of them had over hoard 
of Pearl. 
Although his family was un- 


der the impression that he was a con- 
ductor, the legal gentlemen in charo-o 
of the estate think it more likely tliat 
ho was a brakeman. The Louisville 
directory for 1874, the year in which 
ho was hist hoard from, contains but 
one name of Pearl, a servant girl. One 
would not suppose that this was a very 
uncommon name, yet in the directories 
of this, a city of 140,000 inhabitants, for 
the last eleven years the name does not 
occur at all iu some, and but once or 
twice in others.—Louisville Courio-- 
Journal.

Boil- 
ing, in connection with tho acid of tho 
fruit, would change the sugar into glit.

half that pf sugar. Tho corn sirups 
which have corno into use recently in 
place of the old sugar-hotiso sirups, and 
which look so beautiful and inviting 
are glucose; nnd their lack of a sulu- 
cicnt degree of sweetness is a constant 
source ot disappointment inusingthem. 
In sealing, thoro is no necessity fot 


being in a hurry. Give the fruit timo 
to sottl&down and tho air to bubble up. 


A good cement may bo made with 


rosin four parts and tallow ono part, 
melted together and mixed well. 
' Tin is inferior to glass in the readi- 
ness with which it oxidizes, poisoning 
tho fruit. 
This is cspeoiallytruo with 


regard to the lower qualities of tin. 
The breakage, which is the chief ob- 
jection to glass, need bo but a very 
small percentago in tho handsof a care- 
ful housekeeper; and tho best make of 
jars is tho cheapest in tho end. 


Fruit in glass cans, in addition to 


being kept from frost, should also be 
protected from the light This may bo 
done by a covering of heavy brown 
paper, or by keeping it in a dark apart- 
ment.—Cor. Examiner and Chronicle.
